If the of- 
ficials at Washington are correct in 
the calculation that it costs less to 
produce a bushel of wheat in Canada 
than in the United States, the Canad- 
ian farmer has odds of three to one in 
his favor,

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THE COMPASS DOES 
NOT POINT. NORTH 


The magnetic compass bs been 
used for more than 600 years and to- 
day is more: widely employed than 
ever before; by miners u nderground, 
by explorers, travellers 4 hunters, 
trappers, prospectors, piqneers, tim. 
ber cruisers and others: over land; by 
nayigators:on the’ seas): aay py” aire 
men high above the earth. With thig 
small, delicate, restless instrument 
they are enabled to: tell direction. Yet 
contrary to popular belief the mag- 
netic compass do not point due north, 
but more or less eastward or west- 
ward of it at different places. At 
Halifax it points twenty-two degrees 
west of north, at Vancouver twenty- 
five degrees east of north, while at 
Fort McPherson, on the Mackenzie 
river within the Arctic circle, it 
points forty-four degrees east of 
north. Scientists state that this is 
because the magnetic poles of the 
earth are, not situated at the geo- 
graphical poles as shown on our maps 
of the world. 


Changes from Year to Year 

The problem of the compass is still 
further complicated by the fact that 
it changes its direction from year to 
year. It marches to the westward 
for many years, then turns backward 
and marches to the eastward, then 
reverses again and marches to the 
westward, etc. Moreover, its’ very 
confusing behaviour is quite different 
in different places. Whether this is 
caused by a shifting of the magnetic 
poles, by changes within the earth it- 
self, or by some influence of the sun 
or planets, scientists have not been 
able to determine. 

Surveys Necessary 

In order that the compass may be 
used with reliance, therefore, the dif- 
forent countries of the world carry 
out magnetic surveys to measure its 
exact direction, and supply the infor- 
mation to the public in the form of 
magnetic maps. Owing to the con- 
tinual shifting or “march” of the com- 
pass, as it is called, the work accom- 
plished by a magnetic survey would 
soon become absolute unless proper 
corrections are applied; so this march 
is measured at certain points and 
the work corrected from time to time. 

Canadian Survey one of Largest 

This information is particularly val- 
unable in such a large new country as 
Canada and it is, therefore, interest- 
ing to note that one of the largest 
magnetic surveys in the world is be- 
ing made in this country by the Topo- 
graphical Survey of Canada whose 
field parties cover such wide areas 
on their land surveys. The cost is 
very slight because these measure- 
ments take but a minute or two and 
are made during spare moments in 
the land surveys. 


The magnitude of the work accom- 


plished since it commenced in 1880 is 
shown by the fact that nearly 20,000 
of those measurements have been 
made already and maps published,

There was a 
very good attendance of Wetaski- 
wanians and the members of the 
Boards of Trustees of the high and 
public school and the Sacred Heart 
Separate school were the guests. Mr, 
J. F. Ellis was chairman. 

Mr. D. MacHachern, chairman of 
the public school board was the first 
speaker, and he briefly referred to 
the good work being done by the 
high school this term. The demand 
this year was for $2000 less than last 
year, hence the board was doing its 
Share to keep the expenses of the 
city down to the minimum. At mid- 
summer three high school teachers re- 
signed. At the commencement of the 
term, 148 students enrolled in the 
high school as compared with 125 last 
year, which necessiated the engaging 
of a fifth high ‘school teacher. A 
grade in the Alexandra school had to 
be moved to the King Edward school 
to accommodate the high school. 
Kiwanian Garlough passed 100 per 
cent of his pupils in grade VII. In 
Western Canada there are some 62 
nationalities, and it is our duty to 
see that these children grow up to 
become good citizens and to honor the 
flag. 

Mr. J. J. Christopher, chairman of 
the Separate school board, referred 
to the good work done by the club 
since its inception, and suggested that 
a movement be started for the estab- 
lishment of a park, and for the in- 
stallation of a better lighting system 
on the business streets. He then re- 
ferred to the poor school buildings 
here in 1995, when a debenture for 
$35,000 was raised to build the Alex- 
andra school.’ About this time an 
application was made for the Sacred 
Heart Separate School District No. 
15, which was granted, and the sep- 
arate school was started. Today, 
there are two rooms with about sixty 
pupils in attendance. The property 
is free of debt, and this year the area 
of the grounds was increased. It is 
expected that a new brick school 
will be built in the near future. It 
is most important that children of 
foreign birth, who are coming to Al- 
berta, be properly educated, and that 
the ideals of Canadian citizenship be 
instilled into their minds. 

Messrs. Oakes and Moan, members 
of the Separate school board, then 
spoke briefly, the former suggesting 
that the day rate for electricity be 
reduced to induce more use of current, 
and then Mr. Moan stated reasons 
why the separate school should be 
maintained, the principal one being 
that religion was taught. 

Dr. McColgan and Messrs. Eli Moore 
and V. C. French, the other members 
of the public school board present, 
were also called upon, and spoke 
briefly.

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Two carloads of buffalo hides from 
Wainwright Park have been sent to 
Quebec, where they will be made up 
into sleigh and cutter robes. The 
robe is still used extensively in the 
eastern provinces where the depth of 
snow puts the automobiles out of ser-. 
vice in the winter months. The old- 
fashioned hack is, holding its own in 
Montreal and Quebec, and many tour- 
ists prefer the horse-drawn vehicle to 
a taxicab, perhaps on sentimental 
grounds. In the early Canadian days 
the hide of the buffalo was used al- 
most exclusively for the manufacture 
of sleigh robes; so much so that a 
sleigh robe was commonly known as a 
“buffalo robe.” A good robe could be 
bought at that time for $5. Then the 
real buffalo almost disappeared from 
the market and a first class robe made 
from a buffalo hide would sell for $100. 
In recent years a genuine buffalo robe 
has been almost unobtainable, but 
from now on a number will be supplied 
each year from the herds at Wain- 
wright. The buffalo coat, now worn by 
only a few pioneers in the west and 
getting rather thin in the hair as a re- 
sult of long years of wear, may also 
come back to its own. 


To “Size Up” 
The Dry Belt 


As the result of a conference be- 
tween the minister of the interior and 
Premier Greenfield, a survey is to be 
made of a section of the dry belt lying 
north of Medicine Hat, with a view to 
finding out what kind of production 
can be carried on there with the best 
chance of success. The plan is a good 
one, might well have been set in oper- 
ation years ago, and might profitably 
be widened to include a wider area of 
the tract in which the annual rainfall 
is uncertain and usually deficient. The 
problem of the dry belt has been ne- 
glected as long as it can be in the in- 
terests of the people who have located 
there, of those who have loaned them 
money or given them credit, and of 
the taxpayers of the province and the 
Dominion, who are called upon per- 
iodically to pay for relief measures of 
one kind or another. 

Sympathy is due to the people who 
have been holding on in the semi-arid 
region year after year with a courage 
and hope that are altogether com- 
mendable. People of that type deserve 
a better chance to succeed, and should 
be told as quickly as possible what 
the chances are for succeeding where 
they are. 


Looking Ahead to 
Weather Conditions 


It is looking considerably afield to 
attempt to deal with weather condi- 
tions next summer, but Herbert Jan- 
vrin Brown, writing in the Scientific 
American some time ago, attempted to 
demonstrate by the aid of scientific 
observation that the weather of 1816 
—the year without a summer— is like- 
ly to be repeated. He looks for 1925, 
1926 and 1927 to be unusually cold. 

Instruments have been perfected to 
measure solar radiation, and the 
change in temperature caused by ex- 
pansion and contraction of great cold 
water areas can be determined. These 
things, taken in connection with the 
amount of moisture probable in winds 
that blow off the oceans, and other 
scientific data, present a basis for fu- 
ture predictions. In recent years, he 
says, there was an excess of tempera- 
ture, pushing the gulf stream farther 
north than usual and freeing the 
northern seas of ice to a large extent. 
Then came a change, gradual but 
easily measured, making the oceans 
cooler. Cold weather hung on much 
longer than usual in various parts of 
the world, and there were low temper- 
atures recorded in Italy, France and 
Austria that broke the record for 200 
years. The Brown argument is based 
on drought in west, statistics from 
thousands of logs of ocean steamers | 
and other information collected from 
yarious parts of the world. <All of 
this leads him to believe that solar | 
radiation will be lower during the next 
few years, and that with a probable ; 
increase of sun spots in 1926 and 1927 | 
there will be a further drop in radia: | 
tion, causing a marked decline in the | 
earth’s temperatures, If, as he ex-! 
pects, there is to be a revival of vol- 
canic disturbances with the air laden 
with volcanic ash, the sun will warm 


tions will be ripe for a summerless 
year. The predictions are as likely 
to be wrong as right, but some of the 
agricultural interests have begun to 
take them seriously and one organiza- 
tion is advising farmers to prepare 
their crops with these predictions in 
mind.—Calgary Herald.

Aemilius Jarvis, jr., son of the con- 
victed broker, and Harry G. Pepall, 
vice president and general manager, 
respectively, of the bond firm, were 
both found not guilty of conspiracy 
to defraud the province. 

The theft charges against all four 
were dismissed.

Tar Sands to Ontario for Experiment 
The first carload of Alberta tar 
sands to be shipped out of Edmonton 
for experimental purposes, left Ed- 
monton on Monday for Petrolia, On- 
tario. The shipment is being made 
by the Draper interests, who are op- 
erating tar sands clafms at Water- 
ways, northeast of Edmonton, on the 
Clearwater river. The carload of 
material will be sent to Petrolia, to 
be used for the repairing of street 
paving. Part of the material will 
also be used for experimental pur- 
poses at the Draper plant in Petrolia. 
British Boys Arrive 
Fifty British young men, the first 
party to take advantage of the plan 
to train British youths at the Ver- 
milion school of agriculture in’ Al- 
berta for farm life, will arrive at Ver- 
milion on Monday next to commence 
their special courses, It is anticipat- 
ed that another party of fifty will 
come out before Christmas. The 
young men will be given special 
training which will fit them for life 
on Alberta farms, under a scheme 


i'cyhereby the British Overseas Settle- 


ant Bourd and the Alberta Depart- 
ment of agriculture bear the cost be- 
tween them. The young men are re- 
quired to have sufficient funds only 
to pay for their keep during the win- 
ter's course. The instruction will be 
under the direction of W. J. Elliott, 
former principal of the Claresholm 
school of agriculture. 
Ontario Wants Alberta Coal 

Ontario is evidently waiting until 
the last minute before ordeving its 
winter supply of coal, in the hope that 
it will be possible to secure Alberta 
coal instead of the U.S. coal. Tele- 
grams received in the office of the 
Trade Commissioner the past week 
from the Fuel Board at Ottawa indi- 
cate that the importation of Ameri- 
can anthracite has been much below 
normal this season so far in Ontario, 
and that people in Ontario are anx- 
ious ot know of the possibility of se- 
curing Alberta coal, Trade Commis- 
sioner Stutchbury has replied that it 
would be possible for Alberta to sup- 
ply coal this winter to Ontario if the 
freight rates can be adjusted.
